pealed to in that sense. 


E. C. Byrne, chairman of the For- 


eign Silk association presided and was 
supported by AI. Knight, the French 
commercial attache;

Mul- 
lr;r, M. iladier, president of the French 
chamber of commerce, and others. The 
commercial attaches and representa- zier, Anna Quinn, Helen

tives of the Chinese silk guilds prom- 
ised co-operation. 


The chairman in his address cited 


figures to illustrate the value of gov- 
ernment supervision of tho industry as 
projected in Japan. 
During; the sea- 


son 1907-s, he said Japan exported 
93,110 bales against 57,553 bales ex- 
ported from Shanghai. For the season 
1916-17 Japan's export 
was 
226,569 


bales against 65,847 from Shanghai. 


"From these figures," said Mr, Byrne, 


"you will see that we have made but 
little headway while Japan on the oth- 
er hand has gone forward enormous- 
ly, and I am not including silk piece 
goods of which. China's export is neg- 
ligible in comparison with Japan. 


"Not only Japan, but practically all 


other silk producing nations," he con- 
tinued, "have their governments 
as 


guiding hands In sericulture. 
Natural- 


ly it will occur to us all, why should 
we foreigners and Chinese put our 
hands in our pockets to find funds that 
the Chinese government should pro- 
vide?" 


Outlining' plans for the coming year 


for improvement of the industry, the 
speaker said: 


"The schemes we have in view nat- 


urally depend on the funds provided, 
but they will follow on the lines that 
have been successful in other coun- 
tries. This year we propose to assist 
and advise those experimental stations 
that are already in existence, and to 
buy cocoons and examine the eg'gs on 
the Pasteur system by which in 1919

the height of the titanic 


struggle for the Chemin des Dames I 
had my first single handed duel with & 
boche flyer. 


I had been transferred to Squadron 


65, after the first army was withdrawn 
from Flanders. I was returning: from a 
patrol. Everybody was hungrily look- 
ing forward to dejeuner—1 know I was 
—when we spotted a single German ma- 
chine Just inside our lines. 


It seemed a crime to attack the boche 


with such overwhelming odds in our 
favor, but-war is war, and it was our 
duty to surround and annihilate him. 


Before concentrating on the job I 


took the usual precautionary survey 
above, below and in front, in order to 
be sure that no other 
enemy planes 


were In sight, ready to surprise me ai 
work. 


If I had not, this tale most likely 


would not have been written. I was up 
4000 metres. Under my tail, at the 3200 
meter level, I saw two biplanes with 
the telltale black 
maltese crosses on 


their wings. 


So there were two jobs to be done. I 


left the lone boche to the rest of the 
patrol. 


"Me for one of these other guys," I 


said to myself. 


It was bitterly cold. As"! volplane 


down, the icy blast chilled my Hispana 
Sulzza motor. The gauge was steadil. 
creeping down to

of the nacelle for a. second, and peered 
below to be sure just where I was—ant 
nearly had my head blown off. 


Down I "picQued"—almost vertical!* 


—at 200 miles an hour, 'and down my 
motor temperature went too. Six hun- 
dred yards from the nearest boche ant; 
it had dropped to 35 degrees centigrade. 
Fifty is supposed to be the "dead line.'' 
Below that the motor.might stall when 
1 threw on the juice again, and then me 
for the Karlsruhe concentration camp 
and paper pants! 


There was nothing: else to do but flat 


tea out my "cuckoo," put on full motor 
and let her warm up a bit. This I did, 
and then returned to the attack. 


But the boches had seen my predica- 


ment, and had shoved oft" for their own 
lines. The maneuver brought both equi- 
distant from me. 


Then I saw a French Spad making 


for the one nearest our lines. It w?.s 
.piloted, I later learned, by Major Luf- 
berry of the Lafayette Escadrille. 'the 
only American "ace" now alive. I'didn't

Were mines and ex- 
plosives placed on lines which were lit- 
tle guarded, or were the attacks carried 
out on the train by igniting a charge of 
dynamite, or by the employment of in- 
fernal machines?" 


Captain von Papea, 
replying 
from 


Mexico, where it is now known that he 
was industriously planting the seeds of 
German propaganda and establishing 
connections for Germany to use in the 
event that she should war upon the 
United States, did not regard the opera- 
tions of the Mexican revolutionaries as 
of any particular value for four months 
later he wrote from Mexico City: 


•'1 am convinced from personal evi- 
dence that all the recent cases of de- 
struction of railway lines by explosion 
were brought about by burying dyna- 
mite under the line itself and then ig- 
niting it by an electric current as soon 
a* the train has reached the appointed 
place. I consider it out of the question 
that explosions prepared in this way 
would have to be reckoned with in an 
European war.

(By The Associated Press.) 


SHANGHAI, (By 
mail.)—That 
the 


silk industry of China is suffering for 
Want of governmental direction and 
assistance and that such should be 
forthcoming at an early date, is the 
substance of a resolution adopted by 
members of the Foreign Silk associa- 
tion at a recent general meeting in 
Shanghai. 


In view of the large amount con- 


tributed by the silk industry in taxes, 
such aid should be of a substantial 
character, in the opinion of silk deal- 
ers, and the government is being ap- 
pealed to in that sense. 


B. O. Byrne, chairman of the For- 


tives of the Chinese ailk guilds prom- 
ised co-operation. 


The chairman in his address cited 
figures to illustrate the value of gov- 
ernment supervision of the Industry as 
projected in Japan. During the sea- 
son 1907-8. he said Japan exported 
93,110 bales .-.gainst 57.553 bales ex 
ported from Shanghai. For the season 
1916-17 Japan's export 
was 
226.56 
bales against 65.847 from Shanghai. 


"From these figures," said Mr. Byrne 


"you will see that we have made bu 
little headway while Japan on the oth 
er haJid has gone forward enormous- 
ly, and I am not including silk piece 
joods of which China's export is neg- 
ligible in comparison with Japan. 


"Not only Japan, but practically al 


other silk producing nations." he con- 
tinued, "have their governments 
guiding hands in sericulture. 
Natural- 


y it will occur to us all, why should 
we foreigners and Chinese put our 
lands in our pockets to flnd funds that 
the Chinese government should pro- 
ride?"

—when we spotted a single German ma- 
chine just inside our lines. 


It seemed a crime to attack the boche 


with such overwhelming odds in our 
favor, but war is war, and it was our 
duty to surround and annihilate him. 


Before concentrating 011 the job I 


took ;the usual precautionary- survey 
above, below and in front, in order to 
be sure that, no other enemy planes 
were hi sight, ready to surprise "me at 
work. 


If I had not, this tale . most likely 


I was up 
4UOO metres. .Under my tail, at the ;?2Li'J 
meter "level, I saw two biplanes with 
the telltale black maitese creases oa 
their wings.
